
As can be seen above, Washington is centrally located in the industrial belt of the state of New Jersey. 
Transportation and shipping are speedy, due to the perfect highways and traffic regulations governing ship- 
ping routes. 

Besides the above, resort areas are within a few hours drive of the Borough; salt water swimming and 
fishing and fresh water swimming and fishing are "in our own back yard."

Washington, New Jersey, situated in the center of Warren County, was 
originally named Mansfield Wood House after a log cabin built in 1741. In- 
corporated February 20, 1868, from the central densely populated part of 
Washington Township, its great stimulus to growth came when the town 
was established as a railroad junction. 

Colonel William McCullough, who built a brick tavern in 1811, is con- 
sidered the founder of Washington, which is situated in the beautiful Pohat- 
cong Valley with its picturesque Blue Mountains on the North, the Musconet- 
cong Range on the South, and its flashing streams, seems designed for advan- 
tages as a place of residence. It is a busy workshop for industry and a natural 
playground in the wooded hills of unsurpassed beauty. Its beautiful homes 
on well shaded streets, its well-known stores and its recreation facilities make 
it the trading center of Warren County and with a population of well over five 
thousand people, Washington can rightfully be classed as a suburban 
metropolis. 

Washington is located sixty-six miles from both New York City and 
Philadelphia. The topography is rolling, with gently swelling hills that are 
characteristic of Northern New Jersey The general elevation is 510 feet 
above sea level and the climate is healthful and pleasant and contributes to 
the efiiciency of labor and education. 

The average annual precipitation is around fift)^-two inches, and, as the 
distribution of this moisture is remarkably even throughout the twelve months 
of the year, the region is notable for its greenness even during late autumn. 
All these things are important to you in choosing a place to live and work; 
so, we have put all the facts we think you will want to know in this booklet, 
together with many pictures of our life and its activities. It tells why the 
people who live in Washington like our Borough, and, why we think you 
will like it too!!

EDUCATION — Growing steadily year after year, reaching an all-time high enrollment oi: 
1,000 students, Washington can well be proad of its schools. 

In addition to the regular subjects offered in the elementary school, music, art and physi- 
cal education have become traditional The high school supports a curricula of five courses 
as well as a full sports program, an activity program of tvv^enty clubs, and, musical organiza- 
tions which have gained national prominence. 

WATER — The best quality of water is furnished the Borough by the Washington Water 
Company. Adequate storage is provided by two reservoirs which have a combined capacity 
of 8,000,000 gallons. 

Normal water consumption for a twenty-four hour period is 500,000 gallons. 

The supply originates from springs at Roarmg Rock in the mountains a few miles from 
the Borough. Annual mean water temperature is 55 degrees. 

A new well has just been finished to further protect the community from any season- 
able drought and' also to meet the demands due to expansion and new industries. 

— Gas is supplied to the residents of the Borough by the City Gas Company of Phil- 
lipsburg, New Jersey. The gas is pumped from the Easton, Pennsylvania plant of the Al- 
lentown-Bethlehem Gas Company to a storage tank located in the Borough; the gas is then 
fed from this tank into the mains which supply the homes and industries of the Borough. 

TELEPHONE — The Bell Telephone Company Building in Washington is the hub of 
Washington's communication system. Built in 1929, when the New Jersey Bell Telephone 
Company took possession of the Lehigh Telephone and Telegraph Company, this building 
houses both the business and central offices. 

The telephones in use in Washington in 1929 were approximately 840. Since then the 
number has increased to over 2000. 

Rural development has been rapid, almost tripling since 1940. 

Total daily average calls handled number 8500. 

POWER — ^New Jersey Power & Light Company manufactures electricity for Washington and 
vicinity. Its present capacity is 55,000 KVA. Within the next two years it is expected that 
this capacity will be more than doubled. Electric current was first supplied to the homes of 
Washington in 1895. 

Due to the rapid increase in the use of electricity during the past 15 years, this company 
has been able to cut the unit cost approximately one-half. 

GARBAGE D/5P05^L— Washington mamtains a modern garbage collection system. Muni- 
cipal trucks collect garbage throughout the borough weekly as a public service. 

SEWAGE DISPOSAL — A sewage disposal plant handles liquid and semi-liquid domestic waste. 

No industrial waste with acid or dye contents may be introduced into the system with- 
out preliminary treatment. 

The present system is now being enlarged to take care of growth and expansion. 

POSTAL SERVICE— The United States Post Office in Washington, New Jersey, is rated 
a first class post office. There are six incoming and five outgoing mails daily. Approxi- 
mately 7500 patrons are served by 4 city routes, 2 rural routes, and 1 star route. Over 100 
miles of the surrounding territory are served by the rural and star routes. City carriers make 
2 deliveries daily.

The town is well policed. So far as 
major offenses are concerned, crime is 
practically non-existent. Minor offenses 
are handled expediently and economically 
by local magistrates and by Warren 
County Courts. 

The force consists of a Chief, Assistant 
Chief, and three patrolmen. There is 
twenty-four hour patrolling of Washing- 
ton. 

The New Jersey State Police 
maintain a barracks at Wash- 
ington with a force of eleven 
men. They patrol an area 
of approximately 290 square 
miles. This is also a twenty- 
four hour service. 

A Fire Department of forty 
firemen, a Fire Chief, and an 
Assistant- Fire Chief is main- 
tained strictly on a voluntary 
basis.

Passenger and freight service is operated from Washington by the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad. This service extends to New York City, and, at Dover, New Jersey, connects with the main line 
for all points West. Freight service also connects with the Pennsylvania, Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
and Lehigh Valley Railroad at Easton, Pennsylvania assuring business and industry fast service throughout 
the country. 

Bus service is scheduled and operated to New 
York, Philadelphia, Trenton, and AUentown by the 
Royal Blue Coach Company. Greyhound service is 
available at the Buttzville Post. The Martz Lines 
to Newark and New York have a scheduled stop in 
Washington. 

The Central Bus Terminal in Easton, Pennsyl- 
vania extends passenger service to all points. The 
Trans-Bridge Bus Co. maintains hourly schedule 
from Washington, N. J., to Easton, Pa.
